Apparently Castro did not oppose the Chinese 
entrance, which allowed him to play one “ helper"!:

to the point where Peking could rival Moscow in 
this Red outpost. 
Ben Bella, in turn, subordinated the Kremlin very ea rly and 
fatten« ^ in the lap of Mao Tse-tung. 
You could hardly find a m ore revealing ca se history to sharpen 
our understanding of long-range Red planning. 
Official Communist relations with Ben Bella and other Algerian 
rebels preparing to fight the French began in Bern. Switzerland. 
In the summer of 1954 Egy pt's Gamal Abdel N a sser supplied 
3.500 pounds sterling through the Egy ptian consulate in Benghazi to 
a rebel emissary named Ben Boulaid. 
Boulaid met secretly with 
Red representa tives in the Swiss capital to deliver this first token centlv published study of 400 hcr- 
pay ment for arms from Red China, the C.S.S.R.. Czechoslovakia oin-addictod y ouths. “ M anned to

For three long y ear« Mao went slow, feeling his wa y to see if 
he was backing a winner. Then, as the revolt prospered, both Mao 
and the Kremlin stepped up their support and on Novem ber 18 . 
1957. Mao proclaimed a “ day of solidarity " with the rebels in a 
special m essa ge to Ben Bella. 
Mao waited for further rebel gains. By D ecem ber. 19 58 . be put 
fled China’s backing on a long-term basis. With addit’onal rebel 
luceesses Mao again lifted the ante. 
On March 23. 19 59 . he expanded his offering (in Poking) by way 
of negotiating Omar Oussedik and eight other key figures in Ren 
Bella 's group. I sing interm edia ries to hide the source from the 
Swiss government and the banks alike. Oussedik opened accounts 
totalling a fresh $20 million from Red Ch’na. 
Bv October. 1900. some 120 rebel leaders had com pleted military 
training in staff colleges in Peking and various Iron Curtain coun­ 
tries. They brought back top-level Ch*nese m ilita ry textbooks printed 
in Arabic. 
M eanwhile. Red China’s transfer of funds was increa sing stea d­ 
ily . still hidden. Interm edia ries deposited around $2 million in Ba sel. 
Zurich and Geneva about every 10 dav s. 
By now Mao's Federation of Chinese Students had infiltrated 
the Algerian M oslem s’ Students I n ion through its General Secre­ 
tary , Mahmoud Kemisti. and Ben Bella. 


Ben Bella's armed forces. Sino-Sovict equipped, had m ostly sat 
out the revolution — sa fe in Tunisia. Then after the French signed 
the independence pact with the rebels at Evian. Ben Bella moved 
in and knocked out Algerian Provisional 
Prem ier Youssef 
Ben 
Khedda. 
Ben Bella was now home and dry . as the British would say . He 
had arrived as the Mediterranean Castro. 
In nearly his first official act Ben Bella outraged American 
opinion by fly ing directly from President Kennedy 's White House 
reception to Havana where he embraced Castro in a ringing speech 
condemning our country . 
“ Che” Guevara returned to Algiers with him and every vear 
thereafter Guevara has been Ben Bella s absolute guest of honor, 
exclusively , at each July anniversary celebration of 
Mgeria's in­ 
dependence. 
In fact. Sen. Mike Mansfield, officially representing the t inted 
Sta tes among 60 other countries, once left a blistering letter be­ 
hind telling Ben Bella In good Montana language that he was in­ 
sulted to have been used as a patsy for Ben Bella's glorification of 
Guevara.
